Sellers, United States District Attorney, w'hose 
resignation has not yet been accepted, was in 
this city a few hours to-day. He says he occu­ 
pies rather a strange position. The President 
has not accepted his resignation, neither has he 
been officially notified that he refuses to accept 
it, and unless he assumes that Bailer's nom ina­ 
tion created a vacancy why he is still District 
Attorney of Indiana. 
Judge J. S. Suite of Frankfort, Ind., a close 
friend of Sellers, and who is fam iliar with the 
inside history of Indiana politics, is out in an 
interview giving a new reason lor Sellers' resig­ 
nation, which he says he has from Sellers 
direct. Judge Suite savs: "Mr. Sellers talked 
unreservedly regarding the Dudley letter, and 
said he was satisfied the Sentinel bad tallen into 
a trap set for Indiana Democrats by Dudley; 
that the letter was written with a view of hav­ 
ing reach as m any Democrats as possible; that 
no better medium of circulation among Demo­ 
crats could be obtained than the Sentinel; that 
only one letter was written, and that where it

In h u m a n T re a tm e n t o f a TV eak-N erved 
W om an C auses H e r D eath . 


H a r r i s b u r g (Pa.), December 21th —The par­ 
ticulars of a case which is rem arkable for a 
husband s cruelty, and in which a dentist's part 
is none the less fiendish, have just been made 
known here. About ten days ago Mary Scetwig, 
who lives near Halifax, complained to her hus­ 
band that she was suffering with toothache. At 
first she was scornfully laughed at. and she re­ 
ceived this unsym pathetic treatm ent for sev­ 
eral days without a word of protest. Several 
days passed, during which time she oulv occa­ 
sionally referred to her extrem e suffering when 
finally her husband impe'uously remarked that 
she had better go to a demist, and have her 
teeth extracted. The wife then determined to 
go to a dentist, and alter much persuasion the 
husband was induced to go with her. 
At the dentist’s office, before she got in the 
chair, the woman almost fainted from nervous­ 
ness, which had the effect of making the hus­ 
band stiff more irrascible. With the assistance 
of the dentist she was placed in the chair, and 
the man with his forceps commenced the work 
of extraction. Mrs. Scetwig could not lake an 
anesthetic, and when two or three of her teeth 
had been taken out she pulled violently to 
escape the dentist's cruel operations. It 'was 
necessary to have thirteen teeth removed, and 
the husband was determined not to permit his 
wife to leave the chair until everyone had been 
taken out. To make the work "easier for the 
dentist, the husband held his wife's head and 
arms so she could not move, aud the work con­ 
tinued until all the teeth had been extracted. 
By this time the woman was exhausted aud 
unable to rise from the chair. The two men 
realized lliat she was in a dangerous condition, 
and they at once applied restoratives. A phys­ 
ician was summoned, and every effort was 
made to revive the woman’s powers, but it was 
oi no avail, and she died two hours later. 


A F E M A L E B U T C H E R . 


D e sp e ra te A ssa u lt by a K en tu ck y W om an 
on H e r N eighbor. 
So m er set (Ky.), December 24th.—A trivial 
quarrel between two women near here Satur­ 
day resulted in the fatal stabbing of one of 
them and the serious cutting of her two chil­ 
dren. 
Mrs. Frank Stephens, wife of a well-to-do 
farmer, rented a patch of ground to Mrs. Burch­ 
field. The latter fell behind in her rent, aud 
a quarrel was the result. On Saturday Mrs. 
Burchfield, with her two children, a boy and 
girl aged 10 and 42, were working in the field 
when Mrs. Stephens approached, aud after a 
few words pulled from her dress a bowie-knife 
and savagely attacked Mrs. Burchfield, stabbing 
her in the breast aud under the left shoulder- 
blade. 
Mrs. Burchfield's little children rushed to 
their m other's assistance, when the maddened 
amazon turned on them, cutting both severely 
but not dangerously. The wounded woman 
and children were taken to their homes. Mrs. 
Burchfield’s wounds must necessarily prove 
fatal. Mrs. Stephens was arrested.

S hocki'ig D eath o f a W ife a n d M o th er a t

Spr in g v a le (Me.), December 24 th.—On Thurs­ 
day last John Bernier, a French Canadian, aged 
85 years, was convicted ot cruel and brutal 
treatm ent ot his wife, and was fined Sit 60. 
During the trial he was heard to threaten to 
“ get even ” with his wife. On Saturday morn­ 
ing a doctor was called to Mrs. Bernier, and 
found her suffering from poisoning with Paris 
green, which her husband said she had liken 
despite his efforts to prevent her. 
The next day it was learned that she was 
dead. An exam ination of the facts seemed to 
show that on Friday night, while the woman 
was still suffering from poisoning, Bernier beat 
her cruelly and thrust her out of doors into the 
bitter cold. She crept back and he beat her 
again. She died on Sunday. An inquest will be 
held at once. Deceased leaves three little chil­ 
dren, the youngest only two months old.

T h e P o p e C om plains o f H is T re a tm e n t 
by th e G overnm ent. 
R om e. December 24th.—The Pope, addressing 
the Sacred College to-day, gave thanks to God 
for the blessiDg which his jubilee had brought 
him. 
He affirmed, with much feeling, his 
former utterances on the question of temporal 
power, aud indignantly rejected the accusation 
tha< he was an enemy ot Italy. He urged 
Catholics everywhere to asitate, in a legal m an­ 
ner, lor the restoration of Papal supremacy, 
and spoke in deprecation of the recent Liberal 
enactments in Italy. 
His address throughout 
was unusually violent and bitter. 
The speech referred exclusively to the Vati­ 
can and Italy. His Holiness said the whole 
world saw in w hat a painful situation he was 
placed, one could only ask, “How far will they 
go V” At the present time a systematic war ivas 
being waged. Even the person of the Popo was 
exjaised to the threats of a mob. The enemies 
of the Holy See had weapons enough already to 
injure the Papacy, and if these did not suffice, 
they were prepared to manufacture fresh weap­ 
ons. It was persistently asserted that the Pope 
was an enemy of Italy. This assertion was sim ­ 
ply made to mask the real object of the ]>erfid- 
ious war against the Church, and that object 
was to render Italians hostile to the Papacy. To 
vindicate the rights of the Pontiff was in reality 
to advance the prosperity of Italy. To demand 
that the greatest moral power in the world 
should possess a real sovereignty in Italy, where 
Providence placed the Church centuries ago, 
was not an act of hostility to the country. The 
fact that the Bishops in foreign lands were la­ 
boring for the restoration of the Pope’s tem ­ 
poral rights proved that the interests of the 
whole Catholic Church were bound up in their 
cause.

Q ueen V icto ria P ro ro g u e s P a rlia m e n t— 
Speech from th e T hrono. 
Lo n d o n , December 21th. — Parliam ent was 
prorogued to-dav. The Queen’s speech deal 
largely with African aud Indian affairs, and 
expressed regret that the fisheries negotiatiocs 
failed. The Queen adds that temporary arrange­ 
ments have been adopted which will p: event 
any immediate inconvenience arising from this 
failure. The relations witli all the foreign 
Powers continue friendly. 
L o n d o n. December 24th.—Fo.lowing is the 
text of the speech : “ I have great sati* faction 
m being able to release you from your pro­ 
tracted labors. My relations with all foreign 
powers continue friendly. 
“ I regret that the convention concluded be­ 
tween myself and the President of the United 
States 1 of the adjustment of the questions which 
have arisen w ith reference to the fisheries iu 
North American waters has not commended it­ 
self to the judgm ent c f the United States Senate, 
in whom, according to the Constitution of the 
United States, the power ot ratification is vested. 
Temporary arrangements will, I trust, prevent 
any immediate inconvenience arising from this 
decision. 
“ The conference which has been held on the 
subject oi bounties upon sugar for export has 
been brought to a satisiactorv issue by the rep­ 
resentatives of most of the sugar-producing 
countries. 
The restoration of Egypt to a condition of 
political and financial security has been for a 
time interm pted bv an attem pt of the Soudanese 
to possess themselves of the port of Suakim. 
The dispersion of the besieging forces has been 
effected by brilliant military operations on the 
part of Egyptian troops, supported by the Brit­ 
ish contingent. In other respects the adm inis­ 
tration and economical progress of Egypt is 
satisfactory. 
“An insurrection has broken out upon the 
Continental portion of the dominions of the Sul­ 
tan of Zanzibar, which brought with it consid 
erable destruction of life and property in the 
German settlements on the coast. It is evident 
that the renewed vigor of the slave trade, of 
which symptoms have unhappily shown them ­ 
selves In several parts of Africa, has largely 
contributed to the production of these disturb­ 
ances I have joined tne Emperor of Germany 
in establishing a naval blockade of that part of 
the coast iu insurrection in order to prevent not 
only the exportation of slaves but the im porta­ 
tion of munitions of war. 
“ My Indian dominions have enjoyed general 
tranquillity and prosperity during tñe pa>t year. 
Disturbances, however, have occurred iii the 
region of the Black mountains Rud on the ex­ 
treme frontier of S’ikkain. But they have been 
term inated without difficulty. The rebellion in 
Afghanistan, under Issak Khan, which at one 
time threatened to assume formidable propor­ 
tions, has been entirely subdued by the m ilitary 
power of the Ameer. 
“The rising of some Zulu chiefs in Ssuth Af­ 
rica, which does not seem to have m et with any 
sympathy on the part of the population, has 
been suppressed by my troops aud the natives. 
The chiefs concerned are awaiting trial before a 
special commission.” 
The speech concludes with thanks to Parlia­ 
m ent for fiscal am i other legislation enacted. A 
striking fact in connection with the Queen’s 
speech is that she totally ignored the Sackville 
incident. 


F R E N C H M EN ’S 
RIG H TS. 


T h e C h a m b e r of D ep u ties D iscusses th e 
C a n ad iau F ish e ry Q uestion. 
Pa h is, December 24th.—In the Senate to-day 
Admiral Vercn alluded to the regretable effects 
of the Newfoundland law which prohibited the 
sale of cod to French fishermen, 
lie com­ 
plained that the British had erected factories for 
canning lobsters on the French shore, greatly to 
the prejudice of the French fishermen. He 
asked the Government to put a stop to these en­ 
croachments on French rights. 
M. Goblet, Minister ot Foreign Affairs, replied 
that the Government wanted to secure respect 
f9r the rights assured to France by the treaty of 
Utrecht. French risheimen did not now require 
Newfoundland bait. France only occupied one- 
fifth of the French shore where English indus­ 
tries had beeu established. These had been tol­ 
erated so long as they did not interfere with 
French rights. The Government would now. 
however, cause their removal, and would at 
once negotiate with England, with the object of 
suppressing English lobster factories complained 
of. He assured the Senate that the Government 
would c.eglect nothing calculated to develop 
French fisheries. [Applause.]

H isto ry o f C orsets. 
Strutt, who is a trustworthy authority 
on costumes, says (“ English Dresses ”) : 
“ Toward the conclusion of the fourteenth 
century women were pleased with the ap­ 
pearance of a long waist, and in order to 
produce that effect they invented a strange 
disguisement called a corse or corset.” Tiie 
word corset appears at least as early as the 
thirteenth century, and 
in sumptuarv 
laws made early in the reign of Edward 
15". wrought corsets and corsets worked 
with gold are restricted to certain classes 
of the female nobility. 
They appear, how­ 
ever, to have been worn by both sexes, and 
were usually (¡uiited, having slips of whale­ 
bone between the quilting. Their breadth, 
together with the mode of fastening them 
by lacing, permitted of their being drawn 
very tight, and thus produced the slim 
waists referred to by the various writers of 
the period. 
“A French moralist (!) who 
wrote during the reign of Henry VI., says ; 
‘ By detestable vanity ladies of rank now 
cause their robes to be made so tight in the 
waist that they can scarcely respire in 
them, and so often suffer great pain by it 
in order to make their bodies small.’ ” 
“ In the time of Queen Elizahetn,” says 
Strntt, “ the hod ice was also used by men, 
though this custom, I believe, ivis never 
generally adopted.”’ Pictures of some of 
the remarkable men of that time are rep­ 
resented with slim waists, which are pre­ 
sumably the result of such tight lacing. 
From that period up to our own day cor­ 
sets have been worn by women of England 
and of most other civilized nations. 
Thev 
combine in one the mammillarc, the stro- 
phion, the zoster, the zona, etc., of the 
ladies of ancient Hreeceand Kome. 
That the wearing of corsets is a gain to 
many women is evident enough from the 
fact that they are worn under conditions 
in which the wearers are regardless of 
mere apqiearance. 
For instance, we may 
cite the working peasant woman, unmar­ 
ried as well as married, of France, Switzer­ 
land, the Tyrol, Austria and Hungary, 
etc., who wear stays during the perform­ 
ance of very laborous work, yet who, one 
could not suppose, would do "this if their 
stays interfcied with their comfort or 
movements. 
Another example of the 
same fact is illustrated by the verv poor 
workingtvomen of our nation, who, when 
obliged 
to sell their clothes, or wheu 
these hang about them in rags, still, as a 
rule, stick to the use of stays. 
Jlacy other 
examples to the same efleet might be 
given, showing that more regard for ap­ 
pearance will not, as is usually supposed, 
explain the widespread adoption by the 
women of our own time of corsets or of 
tightly-bound sashes, as in the case, for 
instance, of the countrywomen of Spain.—

the negro?s public rights. 
Within ti ;.t 
period the sentiment of every community 
and the laws of everv State in the Union, 
as well as of the Federal Government- 
have been radically changed concerning 
him. 
In their dimensions, in their scope, 
in their character, the problem’s original 
relations have passed through a great and 
often radical change. 
So far from * e 
problem si ill existing in its original tv.i- 
tions. only two or three of those original 
relations any longer exist. 
W ithin tiie- 
memory of men still in active life there 
was not a foot of soil under the American 
flag where a negro detected fleeing from 
slavery was safe from violence. 
And tiie 
vast changes that have been effected—not 
by time, mark it, but by men, sometimes at 
peril, sometimes at cost, of their lives in 
Northern States as well as in Southern— 
have been very uniformly* in the direction 
of the great problem’s simplification and 
solution. The problem is being solved ; 
slowly, through the years, it is tru e ; -in 
pain, in sweat, in blood, with many a mis­ 
take, many a discouragement, many an 
enemy, and saddest of all, many a neutral 
friend in North and South ; yet it is bein_ 
sol veil, and it is only misconceiving the* 
motive of those who have effected these 
changes that Mr. Eustis, for instance, can 
call the long, fruitful and still persistent 
and determined effort, an “ unsuccessful 
experiment.— (>. W. Otble.

SAM OAN A F F A IR S . 


The dispatches, letters of correspondents 
and the diplomatic correspondence con­ 
cerning Samoan afiiiirs greatly confuse the 
reader. 
One day we are told th at Mataafa 
is King as successor of Malietoa, wiiom the 
Germans exiled. 
Another day we are as­ 
sured that Malietoa is on the chief is­ 
land and is in power beseeching Amer­ 
ican protection, while Tamesese is a rebel 
pretender. 
Now we arc informed that it 
is Mataafa who is the rebel, and that 
Tamesese is King and in possession of the 
Government. The facts may be relied 
upon to be as follows: Malietoa was legit­ 
imately the head of the island Govern­ 
ment. W ith him the United States, Eng­ 
land and Germany treated and contracted. 
Germany subsequently 
conspired with 
Tamasese, a Vice-Chief and a pretender to 
the throne, to overthrow Malietoa, and as 
is suspected, mainly because of his open 
and express friendlinessed to American 
and English commercial interests. Ger­ 
many succeeded. 
Tamesese was seated 
and a German gunboat carried Malietoa 
into exile. 
Mataafa, a nephew of the 
King, was then recognized hv the Malie- 
toans and declared the representative of 
the King, hut by the Tamesese party and 
the Germans is denounced as a rebel. 
Oa the 7th and 8th of November last the 
Mataafa forces had a battle with the 
Tamesese army and won several important 
forts and positions but suffered such heavy 
losses that it is believed they cannot main­ 
tain their position, and therefore their 
cause is considered to he in extreme peril. 
The diplomatic correspondence and the 
conference held between the Governments 
of Great Britain, Germany and the United 
States has just been made public. From 
this it appears that while we have recog­ 
nized the Malietoan partypiniformly as le­ 
gitimately entitled to rule, and as bound to 
by treaty obligations, we have recognized 
Tamesese as de facto King; that our desire 
is for the reinstation of the Malietoan 
rule, but that we will not take sides, and 
will recognize whomsoever the Samoans 
may seat in authority'; that we would 
agree and did suggest that tlrree foreign 
ministers, the King and the Vice-King 
should constitute the governing power, the 
ministers each to fill a branch of the gov­ 
ernment, but Germany refused. In re­ 
sponse that power proposed that the coun­ 


tr y h iving the greatest commercial inter 
ests in Samoa should name a Governor- 
General ; which was equivalent to a propo­ 
sition to surrender Samoa to Germany. 
Our Consul-General as late as May, 1888, 
advised that the United States take pos­ 
session of the islands so far as extending a 
protectorate over them would be consid­ 
ered taking possession. 
Mr. Bayard de­ 
clined to agree to this, and as a final 
answer notified Germany and England 
that it was a matter of indifference to the 
United States who ruled, so long as the 
people of Samoa chose their ruler. There 
the m atter rests, and the Samoans are to 
fight it out. 
The result will be, as now 
appears, that Tamasese will prevail and 
rule, which means the trium ph of Ger­ 
many and the putting of American inter­ 
ests in Samoa in an embarassed condition, 
with little hope of our trade with the 
islands enlarging, as Germany will do all 
she can to cripple it. 
Since the foregoing was put in type news 
has been received that a second battle be­ 
tween the Mataafa and Tamesese forces 
took place November 27th, resulting in 
successes for the former, they taking two 
sections of the great fort at Saulii, and the 
slaughter on both sides being fearful. 
It 
appears, also, that the Germans actively 
aid the Tamasese men by supplying them 
with ammunition. It is worthy of note, 
also, that the Samoan representative of 
Great Britain has issued a proclamation 
warning all British subjects that they 
will be held amenable to his jurisdic­ 
tion, and directing them to pay their taxes 
to him only, in trust for the Samoan Gov­ 
ernment when properly established. This 
is clearly a declaration that England no 
longer recognizes Tamasese, and may prove 
to lie the first step towards resistance of 
German intrigue in the islands, and one in 
which the United States may be invited to 
join. 
If so, Germany will be called to ac­ 
count for the strange and cruel conduct 
of her representatives in Samoa, and be 
compelled to give over her scheme of 
monopolizing the islands. 


AN O FFIC E SUGGESTED, 


The 
multiplication of offices is to be 
avoided, but when so impartial and con­ 
servative a body as the State ¡Board of 
Health suggests the necessity for a new 
office, the m atter commands respect. The 
Board declares that certain diseases among 
cattle and horses are of such recurrence 
and of so dangerous a character to the hu­ 
man family, that the office of State Vetri- 
narian ought to be created ami filled by 
the highest competency, with a view of 
having an official whose duty it shall be 
to examine horses and cattle and point 
c-ut danger whenever it appears. There is 
wisdom in the advice. At present the 
public health is protected in this direc­ 
tion only by markot inspectors in cities, 
and by the interest of the stock dealer. In 
many cases the dealer is so conscienceless 
as to be careless of results if he can hut 
dispose of the animal he has for sale. 
A very large number of the owners of 
horses do not feel able to consult a vetri- 
nary surgeon when their animals are as­ 
sailed by disease, and as a m atter of fact 
horses with 
glanders have, 
while so 
afflicted, been 
driven 
in the streets, 
watered aa. public troughs and used among 
other animals. It would he the part of 
wisdom, therefore, to have one competent 
official, to he under the control of the 
State Board of H ealth, whose duty it 
should be to inform the people so thor­ 
oughly that they will be ahie to detect 
dangerous 
diseases among 
cattle and 
horses, and who would be at liberty to in­ 
spect at will all stables, stock bands and 
slaughter pens, and ail imported cattle and 
horses. 
lie should also keep himself and 
the public fully posted of the appearance 
of dangerous diseases oí auicials and of the 
threat of pestilence among animals, and to 
notify the people and point out the best 
>i;‘.thods known to «cienes to resist the as­ 


saults of cattle diseases. Our slock, in­ 
terests arc very large, and the establish­ 
ment of such an office suggested would 
inure not only to benefit of the stock 
inteecst but to that of the people whose 
health is imperilled by the appearance of 
disease among animals used for food and 
those in daily use among the people. 


T H E H O L ID A Y SEASON. 


The holiday season comes as an agree­ 
able and a helpful break in the attrition 
of the a flairs of business and of State. 
It 
is no longer wholly, as once, a festival sea­ 
son of the church, hut has taken a meaning 
by adoption, in which all the people are 
socially involved. 
It negatives the asper­ 
ities of every-day life; it softens hearts 
and opens purses to deeds of benevolence; 
it recalls us to the charity we owe all men; 
it suggests forgiveness and mercy and 
leads us captive to gentle influences and 
tender memories. The season rolls back 
the curtain of forgetfulness and clears the 
vision for retrospective glances down the 
avenues of the past, through which in 
fancy we return to the days of childhood 
and the delights of innocence. 
It is a sea­ 
son of love, of good will, of benevolent 
suggestions and charitable performance. 
However we may disagree with each other 
as to the character of the event the Christ­ 
mas-tide commemorates, the world of civil­ 
ized men are of one mind in confessing the 
■wondrous tenderness of love and mercy of 
the teachings of Christian charity. 


T h e “recount'’ in San Francisco has 
shown how easily the will of the people 
may he reversed by corrupt or inefficient 
election boards. The question now is one 
of remedy. 
The specific has already been 
suggested by the I I k o o r p-U x io n —to count 
in Court originally. This is now conceded, 
that public confidence is so shaken that 
doubt will always be entertained of an 
original election board count in San Fran­ 
cisco, and a recount under judicial process 
will, therefore, be resorted to in all cases 
where the majority is narrow. The proper 
procedure, therefore, will be to so amend 
the election laws that immediately on the 
closing of the polls, Court officials shall 
seal the boxes and transfer them to the 
custody of the Superior Court. 
That 
tribunal should then be required to itu- 
mediutely proceed t:; ascertain the result, 
appointing as many clerks to proceed with 
the count in its presence as are necessary. 
Each party can he represented as now by 
counsel, and the proceeding being in pub­ 
lic, in open Court and a matter for judicial 
record, any false calling off will be re­ 
moved as far as is possible under anv sys­ 
tem. 
The cost will not be so great as un­ 
der the present system, nor need the pro­ 
ceeding be very much longer, for in San 
Francisco there 
are 
twelve 
Superior 
Judges, and these with fewer clerks and 
c tilers than there are Judges, Inspectors 
and clerks of election, can ascertain the 
result very nearly as speedily as under the 
present system. 
However, speed is not 
nearly so essential as accuracy and honesty. 
The people will gladly wait for the news, 
if they can be assured that it is the truth 
when it comes. 
We cannot conceive of 
any other plan that will eliminate the lia­ 
bility of election board corruption, than 
that suggested. 
The New York system 
does not commend itself—counting as the 
vote progresses—for it does not take the 
possible false “calling off” out of the 
question. The plan of having all the pre­ 
cinct ballot-boxes brought to one hall and 
to have the count then and there made in 
the presence of the public is a weaker sys­ 
tem still. In short, there is but one way 
to get at the truth at once, and that is bv 
judicial procedure.

" Malietoa’s peoole are overwhelmingly 
in the majority, but are all out ot aiutnuni- 
uition. They are now sapplviug them­ 
selves with axes, knives, etc. The German 
firm here buys all the ammunition that 
Tamasese wants from the steamer from 
Sydney, but none of the rest of ns can get 
any.

The Ameri­ 
can Government could stop this waste of 
life and means by assuming a temporary 
protectorate and holding au election.”

THOSE COUPONS. 


CITY TREASURER GERBER MAKES 
A STATEMENT. 


Ex-City Treasurer J. N. Porter Also 
Talks—Judge Beatty Returns 
to the Charge. 


The interview with Judge H. O. Beatty, 
of the Funded Debt Commision, pub­ 
lished in the R ecobd-U nion yesterday, 
morniDg, caused a decided sensation and 
was the talk ol the city. When the Board 
of City Trustees met, Judge Beatty ap­ 
peared and asked them to pass a resolu­ 
tion instructing the City Treasurer not to 
pay the outstanding coupons payable prior 
to and including 1873, as they were barred 
by the statute iff limitations, and there was 
strong circumstantial evidence that many 
of them had been paid already, although 
the coupon? were not to be found in the 
coupon books in the possession of the City 
Treasurer. 
J. N. Porter, ex-City Treasurer, was 
present, and produced the coupon boobs to 
show that all of the coupons had beeu can­ 
celled by having holes punched in them 
with a small check punch. He called 
Judge Beattys attention to these punch 
marks, and declared that they were a 
proper cancellation of the coupons. 
Judge Beatty, after taking the boobs to 
the window to get a strong light upon 
them, admitted that each of the coupons 
had one or more holes punched through 
it, but he did not consider that a proper 
cancellation. He thought they should be 
plainly cancelled with a red ink stamp 
which should show the date of payment. 
He said that at the time he was interviewed 
on the subject he laid no particular stress 
upon the non-cancellation of the coupons 
a? he had not examined them critically. 
He did not thiuk they were cancelled, as 
he had not noticed the small holes made 
by the punch, and if he had he would not 
have known that they were intended to in­ 
dicate cancellation. His examination of 
the subject had been to ascertain how many 
coupons were missing and he found they 
amouQted to $72,186 of the coupons of 
1861 and various small amounts of subse­ 
quent years. As to the coupons of years 
subsequent to 1861 he thought they' bad 
been lost, but he still believed the $72.186 
of coupons of 1861 had beeu purposely ex­ 
tracted. 
The City Auditor explained that at the 
end of the month the Treasurer presented 
the coupons during paid the month and 
he cancelled them hy putting a punch 
mark on each side of the number and re­ 
turned them to the Treasurer to be placed 
in the coupon book. If the Treasurer 
should present a coupon that had already 
been punched he certainly would not give 
him credit for it. The Board declined 
to pass the resolution requested, holding 
that the present system of cancellation was 
all that was necessary, and that if the 
Treasurer paid a coupon a second time he 
was responsible for it on his bond. 
TBEASfEER GEBDEB SPEAKS. 
William E. Gerber, City Treasurer, had 
his attention called bv á reporter to the 
statements of Judge Beatty, and in reply to 
inquiries said: 
“When I assumed the duties of City 
Treasurer I received from James N. Porter, 
uiy predecessor, a list of coupons outstand­ 
ing. This list was claimed by Judge Beatty 
to be incorrect, and at his request I sub­ 
mitted all the Dooks in my possession to 
him for an investigation. He employed A. 
J. Hopper, the city expert, aud was also 
assisted by Mr. Porter, who went through 
the entire matter under consideration, and 
submitted to me a list, which did not mate­ 
rially differ from the one I had received 
from Mr. Porter, and which shows coupons 
outstanding as follows: For the year 
1865, $324; 1866, $630; 1867, $342; 1868, 
$240; 1869. $336; 1870. $834; 1871, $390; 
1872, $1,806; 1873, $1,776; 1874, $3,156; 1875. 
$3,084. These are all the outstanding 
coupons that cut any figure in this discus­ 
sion, and they amount to $12,918." 
“As City Treasurer are you going to pay 
these outstanding coupons if they are pre­ 
sented without evidence of previous pay­ 
ment 7” was asked. 
Mr. Gerber replied: "I cannot assume, 
as Treasurer, that these coupons are out­ 
lawed, and to be safe in the matter I am 
holding about $S,000 of this money to 
meet coupons of 1873 and since that time, 
so that in case they are presented and it is 
decided that they are not outlawed, I will 
have the money to meet them.” 
“In regard to the coupons of 1861 I have 
this to say. In looking over the coupons 
paid and pasted in the coupon books I fail 
to discover a single coupon uncancelled, 
commencing with the year 1860, down to 
the present time, and from this I conclude 
that these coupons of 1S61 must have been 
cancelled in like manner, and were prob­ 
ably mislaid before these books, into which 
the coupons are now pasted, came in use. 
For this reason I would not pay coupons of 
1861 even if presented uncancelled, as 
there is sufficient evidence to convince any 
one that they were paid, and for that rea­ 
son also I am not holding any money to 
meet these coupons of 1861. 
“ I am exceedingly sorry that so many 
mistatements and misrepresentations have 
been made in regard to our city debt, as it 
cannot help but injure the credit and stad- 
ingof the city. The books show that it has 
been a universal custom to punch boles 
through the coupons after payment, and I 
cannot see how the city has’paid any of 
these coupons twice. 
" All the coupons paid by me are, at the 
end of each month, taken to the Auditor, 
counted, computed and receipted for by 
him. Holes are punched through them by 
the Auditor large enough for anyone to 
see that they are cancelled coupons. These 
coupons are then pasted in the conpon 
book by me in their proper place. These 
hooks are at the end of the term examined 
by the expert, and it does seem to me that 
the city is well protected and has all the 
necessary checks and safeguards thrown 
around the payment of these coupons. In 
addition to this. I have cancelled every 
coupon paid by me with a red rubber 
stamp, as follows: ‘Paid. W. E. Gerber, 
City Treasurer.’ ” 
MB. PORTER S STATEMENT. 
J. N. Porter, ex-City Treasurer, on being 
asked for his views on the subject, said: 
“Prior to 1876, or about 1876, the Treas­ 
urer piid the coupons and cancelled them, 
turned them over to the Auditor and he 
credited the Treasnrer with the amount 
paid and kept the coupons in an old tin 
box. In 1876, when I was elected Treas­ 
urer, having a great many inquiries in 
regard to whether such and such coupons 
were paid, and not being able to tell from 
the books, I suggested to the City Trustees 
that they have books made similar to those in 
the State Treasurer s office. They had 
them made and hired Mr. Hickman, the 
Auditor at that time, to paste all the cou­ 
pons on hand in the Auditor's office in these 
books. After that the Treasurer has paid 
the coupons, presented them to the Auditor 
monthly, who receipted for and cancelled 
them, and the Treasurer then returned 
them to his office and pasted them in the 
conpon books in the regular order of the 
years. If there were any coupons lost or 
mislaid the Treasurer could not get credit 
for them unless he presented them to the 
Auditor and the Auditor credited him with 
them. They were cancelled by the Auditor 
and the Treasurer would not pay an old 
cancelled coupon, nor would the Auditor 
receipt for an old cancelled coupon. 
“The fact is there is nothing to warrant 
the snpposition that any conpon of 1864 
has been paid twice. They may have been 
lost or destroyed, because when Mr. Hick­ 
man pasted these coupons in the books he 
used a star punch for the coupons, and the 
few coupons on hand now that are marked 
paid in 1S6L are punched with the star 
punch, the same as in 1S60. and they are 
also crossed with a cross in black in¿, the 
same as 1860, 1861 and 1862. 
“These coupons, prior to 1876, when 
these books were prepared, were left in the 
hands of the Auditor, and the Auditor of 
1860 and 1861 was Thomas Letson, and in 
1862 Josiah Howell, while the Treasurer 
during all those years was C. L. Bird. If 
those coupons were taken or stolen no per­ 
son would be fool enough to hold them 
for the twenty-seven years that has since 
elapsed. It is evident that these coupons 
of 1861 were lost.” 
JUDGE BEATTYS POSITION. 
Judge Beatty sends the following c in- 
munication on the subject in hand: 
E ds. Record-Union: Permit me to make a 
correction in your paper in regard to an inter­ 
view 1 hail with your. reporter concerning the 
city's debt. 
I am correctly reported as saying: “ So far as 
I know the coupons purchased by the city have 
not gent rally been cancelled.'’ And in another 
place I am also correctly reported as saying: 
“ Yes, paste them in. but so far as iny recollec­ 
tion goes nine-tenths of them have nothing 
whatever upon them to indicate cancellation, 
or to show that they have been paid.” 
To-day I was at’the meeting of the Trustees 
when this matter was called up. I was shown 
one of the coupon book-, and it was pointed out 
tome that all the coupons pasted in the hook 


had little holes punched in them. These holes 
they informed me, were cancellation marks. 
These coupons had from one to six holes 
punched in them, and to one who did not un­ 
derstand their cabalistic character indicated 
nothing, or if they indicated payment at all it 
it was just as good an indication that they had 
been paid six times, as that they had been paid 
once. Mr. McKee says that he punched two 
holes in each coupon, and punched them in a 
certain relative position to the numbers on the 
coupons, so that if a coupon was presented to 
him a second time he would know in an instant 
that it had already been paid. But outsiders 
would not understand anything about tilts. I 
will say, however, that 1 never saw one of these 
holes in thecoupons until they were pointed out 
to me to-day. The coupons are pasted over 
white paper, and they are hardly perceptible. I 
had to take the book to a strong light before i 
could see the holes, even after they were poiu'.ed 
out.As for the coupons of 1SC1, which are the ones 
missing, the coupon book shown to me to day 
indicated they never had been punched until a 
comparatively late date. The only punch which 
1 saw in them appeared to be a star punch.which 
seemed to have been made by a punch now in 
the possession of Mr. McKee. I understood Mr. 
McKee (though, possibly, I may not have right­ 
ly understood him) that he had the star puuch 
made and used it until recently, when he had a 
new one made of different pattern. I under­ 
stood Mr. I'orter to say Hickman had this star 
punch made when he was pasting coupons. 
Any way, this punch has been made long since 
1861. As this is the only punch used on the 
1861 coupons, it is conclusive thev were not 
stamped at that time. They were paid in 1861, 
and strongly indicating that they were again 
paid at a much later date. 
I have been told that I had, in my interview 
with your reporter, cast suspicion of dishonesty 
on all Treasurers and city officials from I860 to 
the present day. Not only had I insinuated that 
the coupons of 1861 had been dishonestly with­ 
drawn from their proper custody, but that there 
had been petty thievery going oh ever since. In 
regard to the coupons oí 1861, 1 claim lhat by 
some means they are in wrong hands Anil 
this city is in danger ol having to pay them 
again. 
In regard to the odd coupons that have been 
paid from time to time from 1860 to the present 
aay that do not appear in the coupon book, I 
stated distinctly that 1 thought they bad been 
lost by careless handling by the different Treas­ 
urers. And i ir.iiht have added by the careless 
handling of the Auditors, Mr. Hickman aud 
others, through whose hands these coupons 
have passed. But I had no suspicion any single 
one of these coupons had ever been purposely 
abstracted or would ever again be presented for 
paymout. And I will say now that all my ex­ 
amination in<o this m atter conviuces me that 
there has been no crookedness, either in the 
payment or preservation of coupons since thy 
disappearance of the '61 coupons. But the m an­ 
ner of cancelling aud keeping accounts has been 
very loose and unsatisfactory. And I amstronglv 
of the opiniou that the Í13.302 of '01 coupons 
now pasted in the coupon book have been twice 
f 
aid; but of this the evidence is not conclusive, 
f they have been paid twice I believe it was an 
innocent blunder on the part of the Treasurers 
who paid them.

Two Men Rifle the Express Car at 
Clipper Gap, Bnt Miss a 
Sack W ith $10,000.

Train No. 1, known as the Eastern Over­ 
land Express, which left this city last even­ 
ing at 7:45 o'clock, had a little experience 
with traiD-robbers on the mountains. 
The train, 
which was 
in 
charge 
of Conductor Burnett, was climbing 
the hill at n pretty lively gait, and bad 
reached a point a little beyond Clipper 
Gap, when two masked nteu appeared at 
one of the side doors of the express car» 
smashed in the upper (glass) portion and 
covered express messenger Robert John­ 
ston, of this city, and ----- Carpenter, his 
“ helper,” with revolvers. 
Under the protection of their “guns*' the 
two men clitubcd into the car and one of 
them proceeded to go through Wells, Fargo 
& Company’s safe and packages, while the 
other held the two young men at bay at 
the point of his weapon. 
The robbers ransacked the car pretty 
thoroughly, taking all the coin in 
sight in the safe, and letters aud other 
packages that might appear to contain 
coin or valuables. Strange to say, how­ 
ever, they overlooked a bag in the safe con­ 
taining $10,000 in coin, beside several 
others with much smaller sums. 
When near New England Mills they dis­ 
appeared through the side door and 
dropped to the ground—the train mean­ 
time going at its usual speed—and disap­ 
peared in the gloom of the forest. 
Ou reaching Colfax, where the train was 
due at 10:20, conductor Burnett telegraphed 
to Superintendent Wright the particulars 
of the robbery. 
The messenger and his companion de­ 
scribe the robbers as follows: One of the 
men wa3 tall, of light complexion, smooth 
shaven, and had a face of the elongated 
pattern. His weight is about 175 pounds. 
The other was a man of medium size, dark 
complexiou, and weighs about 165 or 170 
pounds. He had the lower half of his face 
covered by a handkerchief, but it was no­ 
ticed that it was adorned by a mustache of 
dark color. Both men are young, probably 
from 30 to 35 years of age. 
A dispatch was also sent at a late hour 
from Colfax to Felix Tracy. Superintendent 
of Wells, Fargo & Co.’s business here, and 
it found him busy at the office of the com­ 
pany. The dispatcfi stated that Constable 
Dwyer, of Colfax, with two assistants, had 
already started into the mountains in pur­ 
suit of the robbers. 
About 1:30 this morning Superintendent 
Wright and Mr. Tracy were holding a con­ 
ference in the former's office when a 
R ecoed-U nion reporter reached there, 
comparing notes and discussing the 
situation. Meantime steam was being got­ 
ten up on one of the locomotives, which 
was about to start from here with railroad 
detectives True and Burke and some other 
officers. 
Both Superintendent Wright and Mr 
Tracy stated that the railroad and express 
companies would offer the usual rewards 
for the arrest and conviction of the rob­ 
bers and also a percentage on any money 
recovered. 
These combined rewards 
amount to a very handsome sum.

One hundred pounds of 
uitro-glycerine uuder water will, it is said, 
destroy torpedo cases and blow up torpe­

T he ship, on arriving off the 
harbor entrance known to be studded w ith 
explosive mines, would anchor herself and 
proceed to drop shells at regular distances 
of 100 feet apart in longitudinal and Inter­ 
nal directions. 
It is claimed th a t in this 
m anner she could clear of torpedoes a 
channel thirty-three feet wide at the rate 
of a m ile an hour, and advancing into the 
passageas fast as she renders it safe to do 
so could soon blast her way to a position 
from which her shells could be thrown d i­ 
rectly into th e city or fortifications.— Park 
Bcnjcuutn in the Forum .
